Pennsylvania swung its 79 dele­ 
gates to Mr. Coolidge on the third 
ballot, giving him 603 votes.

— The 
bonus bill— providing a 20-year 
endowment policy for veterans 
— was ordered favorably report­ 
ed by the senate finance commit­ 
tee today so it can be rushed 
through ahead of the tax bill. 
The hill is practically in the same 
form as passed by the house. 
The 
bonus hill was rushed out with amaz­ 
ing speed after only a brief discus­ 
sion In the committee. 
Its chief provisions are: 
A cash payment to veterans who 
under the bill would receive 
less 
than $50. 


A twenty-year endowment life In­ 
surance policy for other veterans. 
Payment made on the basts of com­ 
pensation of $1 a day for home ser­ 
vice up to $600, and a dollar and a 
quarter a day for overseas service up 
to $625. 
A restriction that the first sixty 
days of service cannot apply on eith­ 
er the cash or endowment plan. 
AU enlisted men, woman and offi­ 
cers up to the rank of captain In the 
army and marines and up to lieuten­ 
ants In the navy are eligible. 
An allowance for making loans In 
the Insurance policies after two years 
up to 90 per cent of the cash value of 
the policies. 
The hill will he formally reported 
to the senate as soon as possible and 
it Is expected to be passed without 
material change and with little dis­ 
cussion.
